PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


May 21, 1929 


To the Members of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, “The 
Grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. and the love of God, and the Communion 
of the Holy Ghost, be with you all.” 


In the providence of God we are assembled in this the ate esieast 
Annual Convention of our Synod. For the first time in the history of this 
Body our Convention is held in “The Lutheran Church of Our Redeemer” 
of Omaha. This Congregation has a splendid record of good works and 
excellent growth from the time of its beginning. The occasion of our meet- 
ing here is significant because of the fact that a.son of this Congregation 
is an applicant for ordination at this Convention of Synod. 3 


We meet here today in another convention to review the work of the 
past year and to confer and plan how we can best carry on the future 
activities of the work which the Great Head of the Church has given us 
to do. God has richly blessed the labors of our pastors and congregations. 


I do herewith submit my third report as the President of the Synod.

Laying of Corner Stone. 


Stamford—September 23, 1928, Trinity Lutheran Church laid the Cor- 
ner Stone for the New Church building. The sermon on this occasion was 
preached by Dr. H. F. Martin, President of Midland College. The service 
was conducted by the pastor, Rev. A. W. Young. ; 


Dedications. 


December 23, 1928. Grace, Omaha, dedicated a New Pipe Organ. The 
instrument is a two-manuel, electro-pneumatic throughout, stop control by 
stop keys, and cost $3,600.00, all of which has been paid. This new organ 
was built by the Moller Organ Company, and is supplied with the newest 


equipment in pipe organ construction. The pipes are of the very best ma-_ 


terial and constructed by superior workmen. The quality of the pipes is 
rich, mellow, and blends harmoniously. All of the appointments of the organ 
are of the very best material and of the finest quality. This organ, though 
small, is one of the finest and best instruments in the State of Nebraska. 

At the time of dedication an organ recital was given with a fine pro- 
gram. The dedicatory address was given by the pastor, Rev. Luther M. 
Kuhns, D. D., who also dedicated the organ to the service and Worship of 
God, according to the Liturgy of the Church. 

On February 24, 1929 the New Trinity Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
Stamford was dedicated. This beautiful new Church, erected by the mem- 
bers of Trinity Church, cost, in cash, about $11,280.00. With the donated 
materials and labor the building and contents are valued at $15,000.00. 


_ All but about $750.00 of the cost of the building is provided for. The build- 


ing is of the Tudor Gothic styfe of architecture, and is 60 by 36 feet, and 
has a seating capacity of near two hundred fifty (250) in the main audi- 
torium. The auditorium has nine (9) beautiful Art Glass Windows. A full 
basement, well lighted and ventilated, contains a large Sunday School 
Assembly room, a kitchen, lavatories, furnace room and store room. Elegant 
electric light fixtures are throughout the building. The Pulpit, the Altar, 
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the Chancel Furnishings and the interior of the Church are all in keeping 
with the best Lutheran Architecture. 


Three services were held on the day of dedication. The morning and 
evening sermons were preached by Rev. H. F. Martin, D. D.. President of 
Midland College. The service of dedication was in the afternoon, at which 
time the President of Synod, Rev. W. I. Guss, preached the sermon. The 
pastor, Rev. A. W. Young, conducted the dedication service. The offerings 
were in charge of the President of Synod, assisted by Dr. Martin. The 
attendance was very large at the morning and afternoon services. Rain 
and snow, in the afternoon, caused the attendance in the evenig to be 
small. The choir rendered appropriate music for the occasion. Post-Dedica- 
tion services were conducted on Wednesday and Friday evening. On Wednes- 
day a banquet was held in-the Church, and on Friday night the Ladies Aid 
sponsored a social for the Congregation. Pastor A. W. Young, and his 
people, are to be congratulated on having erected this new church, so 
splendidly equipped. | 

Anniversaries, 

Omaha—October 7, 1928, Rev. G. B. Weaver, D. D., pastor of Benson 
Lutheran Church, and Rev. W. F. Rangeler, D. D., Professor of Pastoral 
Theology in the Western Theological Seminary, celebrated the Thirtieth 
Anniversary of their ordination. The service was held in the First English 
Lutheran Church, of which Rev. G. B. Weaver is pastor. Dr. Rangeler 
preached the sermon on this occasion. 

Omaha—December 4, 1928, the Kountze Lutheran Church 
celebrated the Seventieth Anniversary of the organization of the Congre- 
gation. The main address delivered on this occasion was by Dr. J. E. Hum- 
mon, of Chicago, a former pastor of the Church. Dr. W. F. Rangeler, of 
Western Theological Seminary, Dr. W. I. Guss, President of Synod, and 
Rev. A. B. Schwerdtfeger, Associate Pastor of the Church, made short 
addresses. A large representation of the congregation were present and 
sat down to a sumptuous banquet on this occasion. One regret of this Me- 
morial event was the absence of the Senior Pastor, Dr. O. D. Baltzly, due 
to his serious illness at that time. This Congregation has grown to be the 
largest and one of the most influential Congregations of the United 
Lutheran Church. The splendid growth and development of this Congre- 
gation is due largely to the untiring efforts and enthusiastic devotion on 
the part of the Senior Pastor, Dr. Baltzly, and, the efficient organization of 
helpers, with which he is surrounded, and which he has trained and skill- 
fully directs. 

Omaha—May 5, 1929, at the St. Luke’s Lutheran Church there was 
held a special service in the observance of the Tenth Anniversary of the 
entrance into the Ministry of the Rev. Coy L. Stager, the Rev. Ralph E. 
Rangeler, and the Rev. O. W. Ebright. The chief address on this occasion 
was delivered by Dr. W. F. Rangeler of the Western Theological Seminary.

On the 24th day of June, President H. F. Martin, pecnhdiae of the 
Kansas Synod, Dr. McCullough, and your President, attended a meeting of 
the Executive Commiteee of the Board of Education held at’ New York 
City. We did this as we were informed that this Committee was the place 
where all financial recommendations were planned. 

‘We presented our plea for Midland College, in accord with resolutions 
of this body, and received a +t sympathetic hearing from the Executive 
Committee. 

The outcome of our visit was the Board of Education promised to 
give Midland College, for 1929, $10,000.00, and in addition to this $6,000.00 
of accrued interest due the College. 

As to the bringing of this matter before the United Luptheran Church 
Convention, at Erie, we did not do as we learned that no special appeals or 
recommendations could get anywhere before that body, that did not first 
have the approval ef Executive Committee of the United Lutheran Church. 

As voted by this body, the pro-rata expenses of the President of the 
College, incurred in attending this Board meeting, has been paid.

35 paid pastor’s salary 
monthly. 15 received an offering for National Lutheran Council. 34 an- 
nounced Meeting of Synod. 36 preached on Tithing or Stewardship. 26 used 
Duplex Envelopes. 15 read Recommendations and Resolutions to Congre- 
gation. 36 pastors read the Minutes of Synod. 30 favor publishing the 
“Nebraska Lutheran.” 

Your President assisted at two funerals, baptized ten children and five 
adults, attended several Church Council and Congregational Meetings, 
preached from one to five times almost every Sunday, held many confer- 
ences, was present at several conventions, delivered several banquet and 
other addresses, sent out near 2,000 pieces of mail and traveled. over 32,000 
miles in executing the duties of the office. 

As President, | want again to thank the Members of Synod for their 
splendid co-operation and good will during-the past year. 


Recommendations. 


1. That in harmony with the United Lutheran Church, this Synod 


again requests every Congregation to do its utmost to attain the following 
goals for this Synodical Year: 


First. “Ten per cent increase in communing members.” 


Second. “One hundred per cent to be the minimum paid on ap- . 


portionment for benevolence.” 

2. That benevolent offerings shall never be used even temporarily 
by Congregations to meet local expenses. 

3. That the official Church paper, “The Lutheran,” be heartily com- 
mended to our people, with the recommendation that pastors and councils 


‘seek to have a copy placed in every home in the Congregation. 


4. That the “Calendar of Special Days and Seasons” be printed in 
the Synodical Calendar of our Minutes, after the program for next con- 
vention. 

5. That honorary titles be omitted in the printed Minutes of Synod, 
except in the “Synodical Calendar” and the Roster of Synod. 

6. That by a standing vote and by prayer, this body acknowledges 
the goodness of God and His providential guidance through the past year, 
in that He has so abundantly blessed the labors of our pastors and Con- 
gregations.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICAL SECRETARY 


In submitting the statistics of the congregations composing the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska for the year 1928 we wish to briefly 
call your attention to the following facts: Py = 


1. The work of the year has been done as required ty synod. Report 
blanks for statistics as well as for state of the Church were sent out one 
month after the close of the calendar year.. 


2. Out of 52 blanks sent out, 51 were returned, 19 arrived late, 4 
pastors reported uneven dollars, 20 reports were correct, 23 incorrect, and 


7 incomplete. The fiscal year of 11 congregations do not correspond to the 


calendar year. After tabulating the totals from each congregation [upon 
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the assembly sheet provided by the U. L. C. and proving the same. we have 

the following report to submit. :

A large 
decrease in the official church paper indicates failure to report them. 
There seems to be a misunderstanding as to what papers should be reported 
under “Other church papers.” All church papers but your local parish 
paper and those which do not come under Official and Church School papers 
should be reported in this column, such as Nebraska Synod Lutheran, 
Woman's Work, Luther League Review, etc. 


Unapportioned Benevolence. 

Pastors should be more accurate in reporting their unapportioned 
benevolence. One pastor simply wrote across this part of his report and 
said, “I did not go to all the trouble to divide this among the various _ 
causes.” The church would like to know how much is being contributed to 
each of these causes of the church. 


Recommendations. 
1. That we request the congregations who have not changed their 
fiscal year to take steps to conform to the calendar year.

Your committee has held four meetings. The officers are: 

President—Rev. R. W. Livers, D. D. 40 

Secretary and Missionary Superintendent—Rev. W. |. Guss. . 

Treasurer—Mr. Albert Hedlund. 

The committee had supervision over the follow een missions : 

Sidney, Trinity—Organized 1886. This Congregation and 

Gurley, Grace—Organized 1916, form a parish. Rev. W. T. Kahse, D. b., 
is the pastor. These Congregations voted to’ become self-supporting after 


December 31, 1928. About seven years ago Dr. Kahse, then Missionary . 


Superintendent, was sent to this field by the Mission Committee. He found 


an almost hopeless situation. The members were very much discouraged and 


some were ready to quit. Short pastorates, long vacancies, proselyting on 
the part of other churches, financial troubles, few accessions and heavy 
losses are some of the things that make up the unfortunate history of 
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this parish. Dr. Kahse later became the pastor. Each year of his ministry 
has been fruitful and there has been a substantial growth. The member- 
ship of the Sidney Church has more than tripled and that at Gurley has 
quadrupled. The Sidney Congregation has built a modern parsonage. Both 
churches have made improvements on the properties. A fine spirit prevails 
in the Congregations and the outlook is very encouraging. Dr. Kahse is an 
untiring worker and a real Missionary pastor. Dr. Kahse has also’ been 
supplying our Church at gen where a similar growth has accompanied 
his labors. 

 Seuth Sioux City, sinter George E. Mortensen is the pastor. He 
reports an increase of forty (40) Communing Members, seventeen (17) 
Confirmed and forty-four (44) baptized for the year. The apportioned 
benevolence was paid with a small excess. Total contributions were 
$2,631.00. The attendance at all Church Services increased 20 per cent 


over 1927, and the Church School increased 19 per cent. There was a 


small reduction on the aid received from the Board. Two thousand four 
hundred fifty-one dollars ($2,451.00) cash is on hand for the mortgaged 
indebtedness. The future of this mission is very encouraging because an 
efficient pastor has been on the job. 


Rev. Mortensen continues to Oy. the Churches at Homer and 
Hubbard. 

Lincoln, St. James—Organized in 1924. Rev. R. E. Rangeler took charge 

of this mission in June, 1928. He also serves, as pastor, the Walton-Eagle 
parish. This arrangement is working out very satisfactorily. The appor- 
tionment has been paid in full, current expenses are paid, and the finances 
are in a healthy condition. The membership has grown, Pastor Rangeler 
has gained the confidence of the community and the future looks good. 
After the days of unfortunate experience that this mission has had, we are 
most happy to report that the ecclesiastical barometer has cleared up 
and we are hearing encouraging things from St. James. ; 
- York, First United—Organized 1927. Rev. J. L. Sawyer is the pastor. 
The past year has been the best yet. Four hundred forty-one dollars ($441.00) 
has been paid on debt, and the financial condition is very encouraging. 
There has been a 13 per cent gain in the Communing Membership and the 
apportioned benevolence was paid in full. The Church School continues to 
grow. The pastor writes, “There has never been, during my pastorate, 
such splendid manifestation of spiritual growth and increasing conscious- 
ness of Christian responsibility.” This is due to the es and conse- 
crated life of service on the part of Pastor Sawyer. 

The Church received a piano from the disbanded Jewell Church of 
the Hardy parish. The Chancel of the Church has been beautified by gifts 
from various organizations. 

Rev. Sawyer continues to serve the parish at McCool seactien. 


New Work. Services are being held every other Sunday at Spencer, 


‘where a temporary organization has been effected. The Missionary Super- 
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intendent has supplied this place with preaching and has been instructing a 
Catechetical Class of adults, also has done considerable personal evangelism. 
To put a supply pastor into this field for the Summer months is planned. 
A fine company of people are interested in the development of this work. 


At Dalton your Superintendent has also been conducting services 
every other Sunday. An adult class has been under instruction and much 
personal evangelism has been done. A splendid group of folks are inter- 
ested in this work. We are hopeful for a good organization in this town. 
Much ‘credit must be given to Dr. W. T. Kahse for the development of this 


_ field. He has co-operate’ in every way possible. 


Your committee has several places in mind where work ought to be 
started. Some of these have been visited during the year by our Missionary 
Superintendent. 

Some of our pastors have become interested in adjoining towns and 
are holding services. Rev. H. Dumler is developing a work at Marquette 
and Rev. H. Scherer has been preaching at Wilcox.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT 
FOR STEWARDSHIP 


Your Chairman of this Committee has endeavored according to the best 
of his ability and in accordance with time to assist the Pastors of the 
Nebraska Synod in inspiring their congregations to a greater response to the 
responsibility God has placed upon them. 

In the latter part of November and in the first few days of December we 
had with us in the Nebraska Synod, Geo. L. Rinkliff, Associate Secretary of 


the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship. Your local Chairman 


endeavored to bring Mr. Rinkliff in touch with as many people of the 
Nebraska Synod as possible. A number of his engagements were filled and a 
number had to be cancelled because of his sickness. 

In March your Chairman received from the Laymen’s Movement ninety 
pounds of the pamphlet, “At Home and Abroad.” Self addressed cards 
were sent to all of the Pastors of the Synod by which they could state the 
number of copies they desired. Twenty-four applications were made. 
Approximately four thousand copies of this pamphlet were delivered for 


distribution in the congregations. 


Appended to this report is a plan for the organization and plan of opera- 
tion for congregational stewardship committees. It has brought splendid 
results in the Southern Conference of the Illinois Synod. Their benevolences 
were increased 10 per cent by this plan. It is very workable. 


The Synod of East Pénnsylvania is also working a plan which doubt- | 


less would prove very beneficial to the Nebraska Synod. The Committee 
on Stewardship mails monthly to every Pastor a printed copy of bits of 


information, which when presented to the congregation, either from the 


chancel at time of announcements or through parish papers, bulletin, an- 
nouncement sheets, etc., tend to increase the laymen’s interest in the gen- 
eral work of the Church. 


Recommendations. 


1. That our Executive Committee in appointing the Committee on 
Laymen's Movement for Stewardship appoint those who are accessible one 
with the other and bear in mind when choosing the members of this com- 
mittee recommendation number two of this report. 

2. That the Committee for Stewardship endeavor to carry out the 
plan of the Stewardship Committee of the East Pennsylvania Synod in 
mailing to the Pastors of the Nebraska Synod monthly, mimeographed 
statements of items of interest which will tend to arouse our laymen to 
a greater support in the activities of the United Lutheran Church.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


Midland College has had a prosperous year. It has not enjoyed in- 
creased financial blessing to any marked degree. The College has been 
eminently successful as an educational and character-building enterprise, 
however. The President, H. F. Martin, speaks of the situation as en- 
couraging. A united faculty and a harmonious student body have con- 
tributed to a year of good-will and co-operation. 

Thirty-five young men and women received degrees from the College 
last year and twenty-three young people received certificates from the — 
Business School and from various departments of the College. Two young 
men were graduates from the Western Theological Seminary. | 

There are two hundred and ten students in the four College classes. 
There has been a gratifying increase of sixteen per cent the last year in the 
Freshman class. 

There are twelve studehts in the Western Theological Seminary, the 
same as last year. Two of these are wives of students but they are taking 
the full course. Dr. Robert L. Patterson resigned as Professor of English 
Bible and Practical Theology on account of ill health. 

The German Nebraska Synod placed Midland College on its appor- 
tionment for the first time at its meeting last fall. . 

The Midland College Speakers’ Bureau, a department of the College, 
has been formed to meet the demand for speakers of ability on all occasions. 

A study center has been established in Columbus, Nebraska. Seventeen 


pupils spend a good part of each Saturday under the instruction of two 


Midland Professors. A number of them will enter Midland College. Other 
such study centers are contemplated. 
Under the direction of Professor Lyders, a capella choir of fifty voices 


- has made a tour of Colorado, Nebraska and Kansas. 


By action of the Board no one who is employed by the Board may be 
a member of the Executive Committee or the Board except the President. 
The power and responsibility of the President were increased this past year. 
This Synod must ever keep in mind the financial condition of Midland 
College. During the past year the mortgages payable have been reduced 


_ by $6,000. Notes payable have been reduced by $10,500. This amount was 


applied on the Girls’ Dormitory, which is now paid for. Accounts payable 
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have been reduced by $4,686. Purchases and expen are less by $5,000. 
On January 22 the Operating Fund was in the clear, $5,000 has been paid 
on current operating notes payable. Despite these reductions the accumu- 
lated liabilities of the College are $120,000. 

The total Appeal Fund receipts from January 1, 1928 to January 1, 
1929 were $33,238. Of this amount $4,248 were paid as a result of the special 
clean-up campaign. The returns from this campaign have been vety dis- 
appointing. About $6,000 have been paid into the fund since January ) # 
1929. $30,504 of Appeal Fund receipts have been paid into the General 
Fund and applied on indebtedness, principally on Beegle Hall notes. $1,100 
has been paid on endowment. It must be apparent to Synod that when the 
Board can no longer draw upon this Appeal Fund to meet emergencies and 
deficits, the situation will be most embarrassing. It calls for immediate and 
heroic action. / 

This Synod, together with the Kansas Synod, made ool to the 
Board of Education to increase its annual appropriation to Midland Col- 
lege to $20,000.. From January 1, 1928 to January 1, 1929 the Board of 
Education has given Midland College $12,000, an increase of $4,000 over 
the previous year. This entire amount has been used for operating ex- 
penses. In addition the Board of Education paid Midland College $2,000 
in February. This amount is a part of the $6,000 Seminary Endowment 
which the Board of Education has held in trust since the merger. This 
money has been paid into Western Seminary endowment as will be the 
balance when it is received from the Board of Education. 

More than $100,000 of the Appeal Fund subscriptions remain unpaid. 
The board at its December meeting instructed the Executive Committee to 
proceed to secure settlement of past due pledges, and in case settlement is 
not made, the Executiye Committee shall proceed to collect same in-a legal 
way, as may seem advisable to the Committee. 

Mr. Dan Stephens of Fremont has made a liberal donation to the 

College for its astronomical observatory. 
, At the meeting of the Board last June the offic of a full time salaried 
Treasurer was discontinued. The Board authorized the appointment of a 
Finance Committee from the Executive Committee to administer the endow- 
ment and special funds. 

The heating system has been changed at a cost of $1,800. But this 
change has increased the comfort and decreased the coal bill, 

At the meeting of the Board last June the oa of merging the 
Western Seminary with some other Seminary was brought to the attention 
of the Trustees. The following resolution was the final action of the Board : 
“That the Board of Trustees of Midland College; relative to the Western 
Theological Seminary, favor the advisability of conferring with institutions 
of like character, relative to consolidating the forces and resources of the 
Seminary with Theological Seminaries in contiguous territory, in order to 
further the interests of our Lutheran Church in = west ; Therefore, be it 
resolved that a committee of five be appointed consisting of three clergy- 
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men amd two laymen. for the purpose of accomplishing such object by 
and with the advice and action of the proper authorities of the Unite 
Latheran Cherch im America. and to report back as procress ix 
gusde im this direction. and be it further resolved that this Board commamis 
the committee appointed to proceed without delay” 

The committee wes appdinte! and held several meetings with repre. 
sentatives of other Seminaries. Inasmuch as the committee was instructed 
te act “by and with the advice and action of the proper authorities of the 
United Lotheran Church.” the committee addressed a communcation to the 
President of the Board of Education for its opinion as to the advisability 
amd feasebility of mercer as suggested by the resolution. As a result of 
this commupication 2 conference of the Board of Education and delezates 
from Symes of Midland territory was held at Erie. Pa. amd it was agreed 
te ask the United Latheran Church to instruct the Board of Exiucation 
to make a survey 25 to the advisability and feasability of continuing West- 
erm Theological Seminary or merging it with some other Seminary of the 
United Lotheran Chorch. The Convention so instructed the Board of | 

The Board of Trustees of Midland College has moved cautiously in 
this matter of merging the Seminary. having in mind the welfare of the 
College ami as well the larger interests of the United Lotheran Church. It 
is very desirable that im such an important movement we shoukid reach 


@manimity practically. Moreover the Midland Board desires the approval 


of the United Latheran Church in its fina! action. Consequently at the 
December meeting of the Board a motion prevailed that in view of the 
setioms «Tisis confronting Midland College we urge the members of the 
Theological Commission and the Board of Education to meet in session 
Seminary om the fifth day of February. 1929. 


Simee the action of the Boarl the whole matter of Theological Semi- 
maries bas been taken out of the hands of the Board of Education and 
ieiged with the Executive Board of the United Latheran Church. The 
Executive Board bas appointed a Theological Commission with Dr. August | 
Steimie as Chairman. This Commission will make a thorough canvass of 
the entire Seminary situation and make definite recommendations. This 
Commission bas made a beginning in its work for on April 17 two of its 
members met with the Board of Trustees and spent the day in conference. 


Recommendations. 

1. We recommend that this Synod express confidence in the Board 
of Trustees of Midland College in reaching a decision in the question of the 
merging or the maintainence of Western Theological Seminary. and that 
careful comsideration to the advice and action to the Theological Commis-

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME 


Another year of Divine blessing has enabled Tabitha Home to close 


another year with a splendid record of service rendered in the Masters 


name. The generous support of the Church has made this possible. The 
following figures of human interest will tell the story of Tabitha’s mag- 
nificent work. A total of 80 children received care during 1928. On Janu- 
ary 1, 1929 there were 58 children, 30 boys and 28 girls, in Nazareth. 72 


aged were taken care of during 1928. There were 8 deaths and 2 were dis- 


missed, leaving 62 aged, 28 men and 34 women, in the home on January 
1, 1929. 

_ Tabitha has had its share of sickness during the year. The children 
attending the public schools come into contact with all the contagions, 
which of course affects Tabitha as it would our own homes. There were 
35 cases of influenza, 6 cases of scarlet fever, 3 mastoid cases, 3 other 
surgical cases and one case of broken arms. But thanks to the fine care, the 
twenty-second year has passed without a death among the children. Real 
heroism was shown by the nurses of Tabitha who voluntarily went into 
quarantine and isolation with the sick, not stepping outside the sickroom 
for a period of weeks. An imperative need is proper sickroom and isola- 


tion facilities, which are included in the plans for Tabitha’s New Building. 


Of the children, 17 came directly from the Congregations of the 
Nebraska Synod, and a total of 29 or one-half are now members of the 
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_ Board, pages 371 and 372 and page 402) we recommend that Tabitha Home 
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Nebraska Synod by Baptism or Confirmation. Eight aged from the Nebraska 
Synod received care during 1928. Two of these have since died, leaving at 
present six from our Synod, five of whom have been at Tabitha for a 
period of 8 or more years. 

Financially, the Lord has again provided. Receipts from all sources 
$48,967.81. Several large amounts from admitted aged have helped won- 
derfully. Expenses covering administration, service rendered and plant 
operation total $44,935.85. This leaves a balance on January 1, 1929 of 
$3,836.42 in the building fund, and only $205.54 in the general fund. Of the 
total receipts of over 48 thousand, the Nebraska pues contributed $872.33 


_ through the Treasurer of Synod. 


The urgent need of Tabitha Home is a new Seeimniat building which 


| will provide room for the helpless and bedridden aged ; sickroom and isola- 


tion facilities for contagious disease, and chapel room for divine worship 
and other services. A resolution passed by the Board of Tabitha Home is 
presented in connection with this report. 

Tabitha Home, through this report, wishes to show her sincere apprecia- 
tion for many splendid contributions of food (16 cases of eggs, 2,000 quarts 
fruit) clothing, and cash from the Churches, Sunday Schools and Congre- 
gational organizations of the Synod of Nebraska. The ministrations of 
Tabitha would not be possible were it not for the ever growing interest on 
the part of the Churches on the territory. Tabitha gives sincere thanks to 
Almighty God for her many friends. | 


Recommendations.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR LUTHERAN STUDENT 
WORK IN NON-LUTHERAN SCHOOLS 


There is no place where the need for missionary effort rests more 


| heavily on the Church than in the large state educational centers. The 


Lutheran Church has realized this, and is trying to meet the need at the 
University of Nebraska. 


_ The total number of Lutheran students enrolled in the University this © 
year has been around 470. Of these, 135 are Missouri Synod and other 
Synodical Conference branches: they are taken care of by the Missouri 
Synod University Pastor, a full-time man, who is doing quite effectively. 
Of the rest, the estimated proportion is as follows: Nebraska Synod and 
other English U. L. C., 150; German Nebraska Synod, 25; Augustana 
Synod, 70; United Danish Church, 25; Iowa Synod, 15; Norwegian, 10; 
miscellaneous, 40. The Committee for Lutheran Student Work attempts to 
take care of them. It is a co-operative body representing the Nebraska and 
German Nebraska Synods of the U. L. C., the Augustana Synod, and the - 
United Danish Church. Its aim is to keep the young people of our Church 
loyal to the Church. For this purpose the Committee employs a Student 
Secretary on the basis of a graduate fellowship. Herbert D. Dickson, a 
graduate of Midland College and member of Kountze Memorial Church, 
serves in thig capacity is doing very satisfactory work. The work of the 
Student Secretary is three-fold: | 

(1) ‘Tue responsibilities to the students. 

He counsels and helps to direct the activities of the Lutheran Club. 
Of the eight regular meetings, three have been socials, one a business meet- 
ing, while four have been of a more serious, educational nature. On Nov. 2, 
Dr. C. P. Harry, Secretary for University Students of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the U. L. C. and Augustana Synod, spoke of approximately 100 
students at a special dinner. On Dec. 7, Rev. G. A. Elliot gave an address 
on the Augustana Synod. On March 1, delegates to the regional Lutheran 
Student Association congerence, gave their reports. On April 5, Rev. John 
Hiltner gave an address on the Iowa Synod. The Secretary seeks to have a 
good program arranged and interest students in the Club. 3 

He tries to form direct personal contact with the students. The claims © 
of the Church are presented, and the obligations to the Church of their. 
membership are emphasized. Of the 335 students, the Secretary this year 
has been able to make direct contact with over half, about 180. He also 
acts as a friend and counsellor to the students. | 

(2) The responsibilities to the Churches. 

He attends the services in the four representative Churches. 

He speaks before the various Leagues, and sometimes is called in to 
supply service when a pastor is not in town. 

(3) The responsibilities as a representative. | 

On the Federation of Church Workers, he is considered as one of the 
Lutheran Men, co-operating in general Church activities. | 
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In this capacity, he gave the message on Good Friday in the Student 
Holy Week services, held in the University Episcopal Church, at which each 
evening one of the church workers gave an address. 


The support of the work this year has been as follows: The Board of — 


Education, $400; Nebraska Conference of the Augustana Synod, $200; 
German Nebraska Synod, $125—a total of $725. The United Danish Church 
formerly contributed $100, and will likely do so again next year. 

The facilities for the work are very poor. A desk is provided for the 
Secretary, which is set on one side of the postoffice room in the Temple 


‘Building, where constantly students are coming and going, thus allowing 
‘hardly any privacy. A comparison with other groups show our work to 


be exceedingly. inadequate as to quarters. That is the reason the Commit- 
tee is urgently desirous of —— the work on a more effective basis by 


having better quarters. 4

: Item 4—We also approve of the work of the above Committee relative 
to the establishing of a Lutheran Student Foundation at the University 
of Nebraska, and recommend that it be sponsored by the young people's 
organizations of the various Synodical bodies of the State of Nebraska. 

Item 5—In response to a petition from the Women’s Missionary Society 
that their minutes for 1927 and 1928 be printed with this year’s synodical 
minutes, the Executive Committee recommends, according to the Standing 
Resolution of Synod (see 1923 minutes, page 64) that they be given 25 
pages in this year’s minutes free of charge, and any additional pages to 
be paid for at the regular rate per page of this year’s minutes. 

Item 6—The following recommendation was passed by the Executive 
Committee: “Whereas incorrect bills seem to have been sent to the Synod- 
ical Women’s Missionary Society for their extra pages in the Synodical 
Minutes of 1923, 1924, 1925 and 1926, and whereas this Society gies. 
funds to make payment for the balance due, we recommend that the sai 
amount ($204.73) be cancelled.” 

The Executive Committee took action in the case of Rev. A. A. Marohn, 
and signed papers are filed with the President of Synod and in the 1929 

- Protocol of Synod, to the effect that Rev. A, A. Marohn has demitted the

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF CHURCH SCHOOLS 
The statistics of Church Schools of 1928 are as follows: Sunday 


Schools: number, 53; officers and teachers, 946; scholars, 8,221. Week-day 
schools: number, 13; teachers, 53; scholars, 506. Catechumens, 1,000. Com- 


parison with 1927 shows the following: Increases: 340 Sunday School 


scholars, 3 week-day schools, 35 week-day school scholars. Decreases: 7 Sun- 
day School officers and teachers, 155 catechumens. The number of Sun- 
day schools and of week-day school teachers remains the same. 


It is recommended that the Executive Committee select certain congre- 
gations and recommend te them the experiment of using the various forms 
of combination services, with the end in view of ascertaining which form, 
or forms, may be practicable for general use in this synod.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SYNODICAL PAPER 

Six issues of the Nebraska Synod Lutheran have been issued sinee the 
last meeting of Synod, the number of issues being limited by the funds 
available. Each issue consisted of 6,300 copies, reaching the entire member- 
ship of Synod in so far as pastors have co-operated in correcting the mail- 
ing lists. By a thorough overhauling of the mailing list with the help of 
the pastors, many names of those no longer entitled to the paper were elim- 
inated, and the names of new members added. This meant considerable 
extra labor by the editor and at the printing plant as well as expense, but 
was necessary if the paper was to reach those who should receive it. The 
committee appreciates the splendid co-operation given by the pastors and 
officials in supplying the news of Synod. 


Expense for correcting mailing lists 58.00 $530.50 
Paid by Synodical Treasurer $529.50 
Recsived from 1.00 $530.50 


The Committee recommends that the size of the paper be changed from 
-9x12 inches to 11x16 inches, permitting a 50 per cent increase in matter at 
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an increased cost of $15.00 per issue for the same number of copies, and 


with but a slight increase in postage per issue. This would make it possible 
to cover more fully the news and information that should be given our 
people concerning Synod’s work in a smaller number of issues per year. 
Four issues of the larger size would contain as much matter as six of the 
present size and could be put into the homes of our people for about 


$100 less.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL PENSIONS AND RELIEF 
Your committee finds that of the 52 churches on our Synodical Roll, 


_47 proved their loyalty in supporting the Campaign heartily. Two sent in a 


special offering for this cause, and three dismissed the plea without any 

The sum total pledged by our Synod of $54,756.00 was to be in five 
payments, six months apart, unless some should prefer it in less time. 
Following this arrangement, two-payments became due in 1928, and called 
for the sum of $21,902.00. The sum received by our Synodical Treasurer 
resulted in $22,419.90, and was $517.00 above the. amount required to meet 
these payments. The committee observed that 32 of our churches met this 
obligation in full, and in addition sent in $3,066.00 to be applied upon the 
third payment. That was a commendable thing. 


On the other hand, it cannot pass by the lack of interest shown by 
those congregations which failed to meet their obligation. Delay will make 
this task doubly hard, and at the end may court failure. Particularly is 
this true of a congregation having placed the payment of their pledge in 
the Congregational Budget. Delay here is certain to bring dire results and 
in the end may result in discredit upon our Synod. 

The total of 15 churches delinquent in the first and second payment 
reached the sum of $2,821.00. The delay here calls for serious thought. The 


- third and fourth payment will be required in 1929, and $21,902.00 is the 


goal to set to meet the obligation. To do so will mean united action on the 
part of all of our congregations to make this possible. The Committee would 
recommend that each pastor in charge of a parish assist those in their 
congregations to whom is entrusted the responsibility of collecting these 
pledges, by giving them such aid as will obtain the best results.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


In accordance with the spirit of the United Lutheran Church in 
America, your Committee on Evangelism has endeavored to awaken 2 
greater interest in Evangelism among the churches of our Synod. | 

By means of the Nebraska Lutheran, we have kept the matter of re- 
claiming the straying and winning the lost before the churches. We also 
sent a letter to each pastor, immediately preceding the Lenten season. 

Your Committee tried to follow out the recommendations of the Com- | 
mittee on Evangelism of the United Lutheran Church in America in regard 
to the holding of institutes on Evangelism. But because of the condition of 
the roads in rural centers and because of the Lenten season it was impos- 
sible to conduct more than one such institute. 
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Under the direction of the chairman of the Committee, an institute was 
held at Emerson by the Northeastern district. All pastors of the district 
were present. Rev. H. Welchert and H. A. Teckhaus of the German Nebraska 
Synod were present also, and had a place on the program. The plan of 
program as outlined by the General Committee was carried out as far as 
practical. All speakers were from the district, and laymen taking an active 


part in the discussions. We believe such institutes are a great help in foster- 3 


ing the spirit of soul saving in our churches. 
Your Committee would recommend: 


First: That each district in Synod arrange for one or more institutes —

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
CHURCH CONVENTION 


The delegates elected from this body to the Sixth Biennial Convention 
of the United Lutheran Church in America, held at Erie, Pennsylvania, 
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were (clerical) Revs. W. I. Guss, O. D. Baltzly, H. F. Martin, O. W. Ebright, 
J. C. Hershey, (Lay) Messrs. E. T. Tramp, H. Corbet, Karl E. Vogel, Jos. 
H. Miller and Arthur Sudman. All were present except Mr. Karl E. Vogel. 
Not one of the alternates could be induced to attend. 2 | 

The Convention was preceded by the Brotherhood Meeting of the 
United Lutheran Church. This meeting was notable for the large number 
of laymen present and for the earnestness with which these men discussed 
and planned to meet the problems that face the Church. 

The Brotherhood recommended four definite objectives to be taken up 
by every local men’s organization. These objectives are: 

1. The larger attendance of men at the services of the Church. 

2. Securing the return of lapsed membership. 

3. The winning of the outside men. 

4. The holding of the boys in the Church. 

A Convention “Daily Lutheran” was published and copies of the same 
were sent to all ministers of our Synod. 

“The spirit of the Convention was that of sia interest in all the 
spheres of the Church's work. 

Independence of thought upen for consideration indi- 
cated that no one part of the Church should control her interests or decide 
her problems. 


President Knuble’s report urged that the Church oust to emphasize | 


the idea of “serving loye” or “works of mercy,” if it is to have a future. 
A model Constitution for Congregations has been recently published, 
with the approval of the Executive Committee of aa United Lutheran 
Church. 
The Calendar of Special Days and Seasons to be observed by the 


Congregations, received the endorsement of the Convention. (See Resolu- 


tion of the Erie Minutes.) 

Resolutions in reference to ieslemuiasiiitil of Retired Clergymen were 
passed. These are printed on Page 101 of the Minutes of the Erie Conven- 
tion. All of our ministers should read these. 

A Family Service Book has been published for use in the home for 
devotions. Our Publication House has this for sale. 

The New Book of Worship with Hymns and Tunes will be published 


soon. Discussion on this was spirited. The new book will have from one to_ 


three stanzas of the words printed between the music. 


The Report of the Foreign Mission Committee - ‘told of a debt of 


$400,000.00. The Board was authorized to go to the Churches and Sunday 
Schools and to individuals to solicit cash to pay off this debt. The matter 
of giving up the work of our African Mission precipitated an outburst of 
oratory and protest. The work goes on. - | 

The Committee on Evangelism presented a program for the Churches. 


Our Synodical Committee will bring this matter to your attention from 


time to time. 
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The Board of Education brought in resolutions that were endorsed, 
making the year 1930 “Educational Year.” “Pastors are requested to take 
occasion frequently during the year 1930 to stress the cause of Christian 
Education and in every possible way to fy this burden of the adequate . 
support of our Colleges and Seminaries upon the hearts of all our people, 


and to co-operate heartily with representatives of their institutions in 


making this special appeal successful.” 

One of the high spots of interest was when the matter of adopting the 
budget for the Benevolence Apportionment was discussed. Of much interest 
was the way that the laymen took part in the discussion. The amount 
adopted for 1930 and 1931 is. $2,400,000.00 per annum. 

The Report of the Parish and Church School Board was filled with 


valuable information and helpful suggestions. 


The Board of American Missions reported that an average of one New 
Church is being organized each week. ; 

Another item of interest was the frank, open iiiiaihen of the matter 
of merging of the Lutheran bodies in America. Dr. Scherer well said: 
“Our divisions bring shame on us. * * * If we are true to ourselves, true 
to the real genius of Lutheranism, true to our Lord and Savior, we must 
seek the removal of these divisions.”’ 

This Convention was the Tenth Anniversary of our organization. In 
the’ past ten years the Confirmed Membership of the United Lutheran 
Church has increased twenty per cent (20%). This was the largest per- 
centage of gain among Lutheran bodies. 

The Benevolences of our Church have doubled, while the ita to 
current expenses of the local earch ona is now three times what it 
was ten years ago. 

The endowments of our educational institutions have increased 
$3,000,000.00. Our College property values have increased over one- 
third (4%). Our College Students have increased twenty per cent (20%). 

The year 1929 will be the 400th Anniversary of Luther's Cathechisms 
and of the Second Diet of Spires, where the name of Protestants was first 
given to the Lutherans of Germany. 


The year 1930 will be the 400th Anniversary of the Augsburg Con- 


- fession. Our pastors and Churches are urged to observe these Anniversaries. 


| Forward in Evangelism, Religious Education and Works of Mercy for 
Christ and His Kingdom were the dominant notes of this Convention.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Your Committee on the State of the Church has received reports from 


43 out of a possible 52 congregations and have noted the following con- 
ditions to be existent among the churches of Synod. 

Twenty-six congregations report an increase in attendance, two a 
decrease and twelve that the attendance is stationary. 

Only sixteen Churches report two regular services each Sunday. A few 
others report a Luther League service in the evening. | 

Twenty-two congregations use the Common Service Book. Most of 


the others report the use of the Book of Worship. 


A large percentage of the congregations observe most of the major 
Church festivals. A few report the observance of Christmas and Easter. 
Only five Congregations report separate preparatory services. A num- 


ber report preparatory services in connection with the Communion Sevice. — 


The proportion of Sunday School scholars attending public worship 
ranges from 8% to 100% with an average of 45%. A few congregations 
report that a 100% of their councilmen attend Sunday School, seven re- 
port one attending, several report none attending. Others give various per- 
centages and numbers. 

About 60% of the pastors tench cleans Several pastors act as gen- 
eral supervisors, two teach catechetical classes, one acts as superintendent, 
several as substitute teacher and general handy man. 

Only fifteen congregations have separate benevolence treasurers. 

Twenty congregations issue weekly bulletins. 

Fifteen congregations report no difficulty in holding the young people. 
To the other congregations the problem of holding the young people re- 
mains unsolved, although some of these offer solutions to the problem. 
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We recommend that a plan be devised whereby all may be able to 
profit by the experience of those pastors who have solved the problem of 
holding the young people.

The Midland Assembly for Church Workers, the School of the Synod 
for the training of lay leaders in all branches of church work, was held in 
Fremont. Nebraska. in the building of Midland College, July 31 to August 
5. 1928.

In the absence of the president. Mr L. H. Steinhoff was appointed as 
director of the Assembly. Rev. J. L. Sawyer of York and Miss Johanna 
Nowiezonki, Omaha. served as song leader and junior director, respectively. 


Attendance. 


Over against 97 delegates. and Visitors registering in 1927 a. total of 

222 registered the past year. Some of this increase may be accounted for in 
the fact that the Woman's Missionary Society held its state convention in 
Fremont. the same days. meeting in the afternoon. More extensive adver- 
tising of the splendid program brought many others. The English Nebraska 
Syned furnished 191 of the delegates. Other Synods represented were Kan- 
sas. lowa. Rocky Mountain. German Nebraska. German lowa, United 
Danish and Augustana. Seventy-seven of the 222 had not attended before. 


Finance. 


The Assembly was again financed through the church organizations of 
Synod. Receipts for the year, $273.95. Disbursements, $327.16. Deficit. 
| $52.23. Balance from previous years. $676.05. Balance at close of the As- 

sembly last year, 1928, $622.82. 

The deficit last year was due to the decision not to have a registra- 
tion fee.
